UMass Lowell's Audio 
Engineering Society student chapter 
brought the future of surround sound 
to Durgin Hall this week in the form 
ofYwntnar and workshop by audio 
engineer Mike Sokol. 

Not only did Sokol bring new toys 
to show off to the students, field 
representatives and professionals in 
the Dur e in Concert Hall, he also lec¬ 
tured on the technology of surround 
sound and how it is progressing in 
it's current infantile stage. Different 


surround formats were demonstrated 
through a supplied Tannoy seven 
speaker/one subwoofer (7.1) format 
in the hall. The difference between 
formats like AC-3 and DTS were 
discussed and demonstrated in the 
three-hour seminar as well as dis¬ 
cussion on the brand new SRS 
Circle Surround format. 

Through the demonstrations came 
some of the most exciting moments 
of the evening. With the help of 
Sokol's 15 GB iPod, he demonstrat¬ 
ed how with today’s technology we 
are able to start to broadcast in sur¬ 
round sound through radio waves 
and through television as well. 


While hearing about the technology 
was one thing, the experience of the 
properly set up room was another. 
While the concert hall seating was 
not optimal for everyone who 
attended the seminar, the examples 
of surround given were breathtaking 
at times. Surround versions of multi¬ 
ple songs of Queen stood out during 
the night as well as songs from 
Bonnie Raitt, Allison Krauss, the 
Insane Clown Posse and even 
Sokol’s home recordings. Also being 
demonstrated was Nuendo 2.0, a 
new piece of recording software 
made by Steinberg, one of the 
night’s sponsors. 

As a backdrop for the evening 
tours were also available of the new 
recording studio recently completed 
in room 114 of Durgin Hall. The 
studio was under construction for 
two years and has been planned for 
the better part of a decade. The new 
studio is one of the largest accurate 
critical listening spaces in the world 
capable of both stereo and 5.1 sur¬ 
round sound while also being able to 
accommodate an entire class of peo¬ 
ple. Containing an isolation booth, 
grand piano and guitar closet, the

this beautiful room for their 
assigned recording projects. 

The night was put together by the 
student chapter of the Audio 
Engineering Society at UML. The

UMass Lowell Police Captain 
addresses parking lot woes

With so many students driving to UMass Lowell each 
school day, students are finding it increasingly difficult 
to find parking spaces. 

There are two major parking lots available to students: 
the Riverview lot on South Campus, and the Riverside 
lot on North Campus. While there are no small lots near 
North Campus marked specifically for commuters, the 
two small lots on South Campus (behind Cobum Hall 


and next to Mahoney Hall) are typically full by 
8:30 am. 

Captain Linda Thomas from the UML Police pro¬ 
vided the following information regarding fines for 
illegal parking: A parking ticket will cost a student 
$5 for the first offense, $10 for the second offense, 
and $15 for the third offense. If a car is illegally 
parked in a handicapped spot however, the student 
will be ticketed $25 for the first offense and $50 
for the second offense. Thomas reports that the 
biggest lot on South Campus, Riverview, has 900 
parking spots and the biggest lot on North Campus, 
Riverside, has 850 parking spots. 

There are approximately 1600 parking decals 
that have been issued in total, which means if the 
two biggest parking lots together yield a total of 
1750 parking spots and there are only 1600 people com¬ 
ing to park, theoretically, that leaves 150 spots not occu¬ 
pied. “The Riverview parking lot is full by 10 am, that’s 
common knowledge,” says Captain Thomas. “It starts to 
clear out after 2:30 pm.” Thomas urges students to man¬ 
age their time so that there won’t be a last minute 
scramble every morning to obtain a parking spot. 
Thomas says, “People have been generally very 
patient... the police are doing the best we can to provide 
parking spaces... continue to have patience.”

Last May, University of Massachusetts Lowell lost a 
well-respected member of its physics department. Dr. 
Zoltan Fried passed away on May 13th at 3 am. Dr. 
Fried had been suffering from a blood clot in his lung 
for the past ten years. This loss has not gone unnoticed 
by the many friends he made in both his fellow faculty 
members and his students. His life story is a tale of 
tragedy and triumph, and it begins in a time when the 
world went mad. 

Fried's good friend. Professor Albert Altman 
described Fried's childhood as “gruesome, but simple.” 
A native to Hungary in the closing chapter of World 
War II, his family was taken to Auschwitz. There, his 
mother and sisters were killed quickly and his father 
was murdered later on. The young Zoltan had to lie 
about his age in order to be put to work in an automo¬ 
bile factory instead of going to the gas chambers. 

When he was liberated, the only family that he had left 
was his uncle.

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International Relations Club prepares

As the school year gets underway, so do prepara¬ 
tions for this year’s International Relations Club, 
or IRC. This year’s officers, along with faculty 
advisor Dean Bergeron, have already met to dis¬ 
cuss which conferences the club will attend during 
the spring semester. The conferences being con¬ 
sidered include four Model United Nations to be 
held in London, Toronto, New York City, and 
Boston, as well as the Model Arab League held in 
Washington, D.C. Two of these conferences will 
be chosen. 

The IRC has been active at UMass Lowell since 
1985. Students receive credits for researching and 
representing assigned countries at mock sessions 
of international organizations, including the 
United Nations, the Arab League, and the 


Organization of American States. 

Last year, the IRC attended the North American 
Model U.N. conference in Toronto, as well as the 
Model Organization of American States held in 
Washington, D.C. In Toronto, members represent¬ 
ed five countries (Canada, Great Britain, Mexico, 
Saudi Arabia, and Egypt), and took home the 
award for best delegation for their portrayal of 
Great Britain. This was the second year that UML 
attended the Toronto Conference as well as the 
second time they received the prestigious award. 

In Washington, the group represented three coun¬ 
tries (the United States, Colombia and El 
Salvador) and passed numerous resolutions on 
their assigned topics. 

These conferences not only teach members about 
the countries they represent, but are a real life les¬ 
son in diplomatic procedure and public speaking. 
Participation fosters a greater understanding of 
what it is our international representatives actually 
do, and how they are able to go about doing it. 

For instance, unmoderated caucuses are not only a 
break from the regimentation of moderated 
debate, but a chance to build alliances with other 
delegations and hash out the workings of an 
important resolution. Although what students do at 
these conferences is only simulated, it provides a 
realistic look into how international agendas are 
accomplished, in a way that no typical class ever 
could.

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University loses respected physics professor

After finishing high school years later, he wished to 
communist Hungary. He was able to sneak to 
Pans using a false passport. Thanks to a Jewish organi¬ 
zation. he was able to get a visa to the United States of 
America to become a rabbi. While attending Brooklyn 
C cge in New York, he decided he wanted his future to 
in science and not religion. Because his visa allowed 
him to be in the United States to train to be a rabbi, he 

* almost deported when he decided to change his 
focus. Fortunately for him, a kindhearted economics 
professor was able to fund and support Dr Fried so he 
could stay and arrange his permanent citizenship. 

.After getting his bachelors degree at Brooklyn, he went 
to both Syracuse and MIT until he ended up in Brandeis, 

* here he earned his PhD. After graduating he had a few 

in the field of physics, including working for the 
go\ eminent. In 1964 Fried started working at UMass 
Lou ell. When he did. Dr. Fried was specialized in quan¬ 
tum * eld theory. He then moved on to atomic and laser 


physics. Not only was Fried a teacher, he served as the 
physics department chairman for six years. He has been 
given credit for founding the optic option of the 
physics program, as well as playing a major role in the 
development of the physics graduate program. 

Altman said that Dr. Fried “enjoyed a good reputation 
with the members of the physics field”, and described 
Fried as a fun person with a great sense of humor. That 
reputation includes writing several papers and theories 
with his coworkers. When he was not working with 
physics he was working on his other passion, baking. 
He loved baking and was even known to take trips to 
Europe to learn how to bake certain pastries. Even 
though he decided to not become a rabbi, he still felt 
very strongly about his Jewish background. He was 
remembered saying the tragedy that he experienced in 
his youth was not just the people who died, but the loss 
of a whole society that was beautiful. 

Dr. Fried leaves behind his ex-wife, three 
children and grandchildren.

Saving WJUL 

Official Connector Opinion 


In articles previously published in 
the Connector , WJUL’s unrest with its 
involvement in a deal with the Lowell 
Sun to use airtime between 5 and 10 
am for Sun use has been clearly out¬ 
lined. The issue of contention was 
whether or not the students of UMass 
Lowell, including both students 
actively involved in running the sta¬ 
tion and those not, had any say in the 
sale of 5 daily hours of air time. 

The Connector staff decided to take 
a stand on this important issue, as it 
affects not only WJUL, but all media 
groups on campus, as well as the 
entire student body. The Connector 
staff voted unanimously to take the 
official position to not support this 
arrangement on the grounds of a total 
disregard of student desires and opin¬ 
ions. This issue has also drawn critical 
attention from the Boston Globe , the 
Boston Phoenix , and Boston 
IndyMedia , as well as Lowell City 
Counselor Rithy Uong. 

While the administration owns the 
station license and has the legal right 
to do whatever it wants as long as it 
stays within the bounds of that 


license, the Connector staff feels that 
it has a more pressing obligation to 
support the development of student 
interests in broadcasting than to 
advance the agenda of a privately held 
media organization at the expense of 
student development. 

In not being thoroughly attentive to 
student needs, the administration has 
effectively snubbed the student body 
in the quest to maximize financial use 
of a “valuable resource.” The 
Connector feels the value of WJUL is 
not in its financial worth, but in its 
value to students. 

The arrangement provides a payment 
to UMass Lowell of $40,000 annually, 
which the Connector recognizes is a 
welcome addition to the operating 
budget in these difficult financial 
times for higher education. What 
bothers us, however, is that none of 
this money is going to WJUL itself, 
save for the employment of a staff 
assistant to produce features about the 
University. We equate this to the auc¬ 
tioning off of pages 1-3 of the 
Connector to the highest bidder and 
using the money to remodel an admin¬ 


istrative building. 

It should be noted that while we are 
critical of this arrangement, we are not 
critical of the Sun itself. Instead, we 
are disappointed that an administra¬ 
tion whose purpose is to serve stu¬ 
dents could avoid the issue of student 
involvement in the decision, and stu¬ 
dent disapproval of the alliance. 

While WJUL has decided to stop 
protesting this issue, as they feel they 
are at the mercy of the administration, 
and can do nothing to change the end 
result, the Connector feels that only 
solid student and community resolve 
can send the message that we will not 
stand for the infringement of student 
speech at any price. 

The members of the Connector staff 
hope that we have presented a fair 
argument and that we have convinced 
members of the UMass Lowell student 
body, and the community of the 
Merrimack Valley to not supp< rt the 
WJUL arrangement. 

We urge all concerned readers to let 
the administration know how you feel 
about this issue. If you have resolve, 
you can all make a difference.
